a match dropped carelessly' may not 
bo the cause for the destruction of an 
entire town. 
He also asks that everyone be sure 
to use flue stops in all flue holes when 
stoves are taken down for the sum­ 
mer. 
Insurance 
companies 
make a 
charge of from 5 to IO cents for all 
uncapped flue holes. 
“A general clean-up will be a good 
thing for every town in the state, and 
I am hoping that all cities and towns 
that are not preparing to have such 
a day will prepare for one now. 
It 
will not oniy be a good thing in the 
way ot reducing fire insurance rates, 
hut it is certain to give the town a 
much better appearance and will make 
it much more sanitary,” concludes Mr.

Other improvements that may be 
made are the removal of gasoline from 
buildings and removed to a distance 
of not less than twenty feet from the 
building. 
If left nearer, it should be 
buried not nearer than six feet. When 
the improvements are made, it w’ould 
be well to address Mr. Chorn#at Jef­ 
ferson City', in order that he may see 
what reductions are obtainable in fire 
insurance rates.

STAND FOR EQUAL SUFFRAGE FOR WOMAN 


Miss Ada L. James, Chairman of the 
Literature Committee of the Wis­ 
consin Female, Talks at 
Minneapolis. 


Minneapolis, Mn;n., May 9.—Liquor 
interests in some states are consider­ 
ably stronger than the forces making 
a stand for equal suffrage for women 
because of their 
superior 
organiza 
lion, according to Miss Ada L. James 
chairman of the literature committee 
of the Wisconsin Suffrage association 
and Wisconsin state chairman of the 
Congressional Union. 
In dn address today before the Mis 
sissippi Valley Suffrage Conference 
Miss James criticised the inadequat< 
co-operation between the 
state 
anc 
county forces in Wisconsin, and de 
dared that to make a county a powei 
unit, the women of that county must 
first be made to feel their own imme 
ciate need of the ballot. 
Taking as her topic, “How to Make 
the County a Power Unit,” Miss Jame. 
urged suffragists to put aside petty 
quarrels arising from divergent views 
and join hands in working 
for 
the 
common cause. 
To make the county a unit of power 
it must .necessarily be a unit of the 
s ate organization,” she declared. 
“In 
Wisconsin we have no system of coun­ 
ty organization and the counties sel­ 
dom send representatives to the state 
board meetings. They feel little or no 
responsibility for state work. 
“Personally, I believe the card cat­ 
alogue system should be adopted in 
every county, with the township as the 
county unit. 
Of course, 
when 
the 
county contains a town or city their 
unit must be ward or precinct. 
“The county is not organized until 
we have a town chairman in every 
township. 
“When it is necessary to petition 
our assemblyman, senator 
or 
con­ 
gressman, we should be able to reach 
him through the county, 
wrard 
and 
town chairmen immediately by wire.

distiller and publishing his criticisms. 
They are wise to recognize a common 
enemy. 
“How do we mobilize our forces to 
meet 
this 
most 
powerful 
political 
trust? 
During

Wisconsin cam­ 
paign one county would be careful not 
to work with any one wearing a white 
ribbon; another county 
wbuld 
rush 
into print and warn the public against 
suffragists who discredited the cause 
by speaking from automobiles. 
And 
the liquor interests profited by giving 
our criticisms of each other all the 
publicity possible. 
Now, we say the 
county and state cannot be a unit of 
power unless there is harmony, so we 
positively refuse to work with any 
brand of suffragist not our own or 
let them into the state if we can help 
it . We pledge loyalty 
to 
personali­ 
ties. instead of to a principle. 
“Harmony is to be despised when it 
means submission to tyranny; it is a 
desirable condition only when it is the 
outcome of tolerance, a submission to 
the will of the majority. 
“Frequently it happens that w'e w ire 
a county president to take speedy ac­ 
tion on an important matter and two 
days or weeks later receive a letter 
refusing the request, as some mem­ 
bers might not approve of it and all is 
harmonious now.

The m easures pro­ 
posed are: 
1. The adoption 
by municipalities 
of the standard building code of the 
national board of 
fire underw riters, 
to the end that fire-resistive building 
construction may be encouraged, the 
use of 
inflammable 
roof 
coverings 
prohibited, 
adequate 
exit 
facilities 
from buildings assured, and interiors 
so designed and 
fire-stopped 
as to 
m ake easy 
the 
extinguishm ent 
of 
fires therein. 
2. The adoption 
by 
all 
states of 
m inim um building requirem ents for 
the protection of 
static 
and county 
hospitals, asylum s and sim ilar insti­ 
tutions outside city limits and small 
com m unities in which the establish­ 
m ent and enforcem ent of a building 
code is impracticable. 
3. The enactm ent by each state of 
the fire m arshal law, advocated by 
the Fire 
M arshal’s 
Association 
of 
N orth America, to the end that offi­ 
cial investigation m ay be made of 
the causes of all 
fires, preventable 
fires m ay be 
elim inated 
by public 
education and the crim e 
of 
arson 
stahiped out. 
4. The adoption of the association’s 
suggested 
ordinance 
providing 
for 
the system atic inspection of all build­ 
ings by city fire 
m arshals 
or local 
firemen to insure

ONLY EIGHTEEN YEARS OLD 


While the subm arine, 
the deadly 
“st in gam e” of the deep, 
which has 
claimed so large a toll in ships and 
lives during Die present war, 
has 
been developed to 
its 
present effi­ 
ciency by many minds, the m ajority 
of naval experts accord to John P. 
Holland the honor of having initiated 
the modern successful undersea craft. 
John P. Holland, 
who 
died shortly 
before the outbreak 
of the present 
war, was an Irishm an, and his origi­ 
nal purpose in inventing a subm arine 
was to wipe out Great B ritain’s fleet 
and thus free Ireland from English 
rule. L ater in life he abandoned that 
project, but the Germans, improving 
on his idea and constructing a great 
fleet of undersea 
boats, 
which 
in 
size were as giants to H olland’s in­ 
fant. craft, have sought 
to 
put into 
execution Hie plan which anim ated 
the Irish inventor. 
It was on St. P atrick ’s day, 1898, 
eighteen years ago, th a t the original 
Holland 
subm arine, 
christened the 
Holland No. 9, although 
it was the 
first successful issue of H olland’s la­ 
bors, m ade its first 
plunge beneath 
th e w aters of 
Staten 
Island sound. 
Thousands of people 
had 
gathered 
along the New* Jersey shore to w it­ 
ness the test of H olland’s invention. 
A m ajority of them w ere Irish, and 
the green flag of 
the 
Em erald isle 
was much in evidence. The inventor 
him self was in command of the boat 
w hen she m ade her first dive. 
Holland had been 
in 
America for 
thirty years w hen his pioneer subm a­ 
rine was given ifs first trial, having 
left Ireland in 1868, when he was 27 
years old. In his native island he had 
been a teacher in the North monas 
tery at Fork. For a time he was em ­ 
ployed as a draughtsm an by a Bos­ 
ton civil engineering firm. Later he 
settled in Paterson 
and 
becam e a 
teacher in a parochial school, using 
his leisure time to work on his plans 
for building a subm arine boat. It was 
in 1896 that, with his plans complet­ 
ed, he engaged a shipyard 
at Eliza­ 
beth and began the construction of 
the Holland No. 9. After a year and 
a half of labor the boat was ready 
for its test. 
She 
was 
53 
feet in 
length, with a 10-foot beam, 
a dis­ 
placem ent of 75 tons 
and 
could be 
propelled on the surface by a gaso­ 
line engine at a speed of eight knots 
an bour, while her 
electric 
motor 
gave her a maximum speed of 5M> 
knots when submerged. L ater trials 
showed that the Holland No. 9 could 
rem ain under w ater for a week at a 
time without danger to the crew. In 
this respect the Holland boat was a 
vast improvement over the French. 
Swedish, English, Italian and Span­ 
ish underw ater craft, which preceded 
her, and marked a new and success­ 
ful era 
in 
subm arine construction. 
Holland wanted to pit his tiny craft 
against Ce Vera's fleet, but permission 
was refused. 
In 
1900 
be sold the 
boat to the 
United 
States 
govern­ 
ment, and she was 
retained 
in the 
navy until last year, 
when she was 
sold for $1,007 and consigned to the 
scrap heap.
